he problems of the prodigal 
@5 son are very modern ones 

which young people have 
long faced and will continue to face. 
Indications are that the prodigal’s 
father was a good parent; this the 
boy realized when he had gained a 
little experience in life. He felt that 
father and home were good, and 


even thought the servants were very 
well off. Many young men must 
learn this lesson in the hard way. 
Juvenile delinquency is serious today, 
and many experts are studying the 
problem. There is strong emphasis 
and study of juvenile delinquency 
now. Authorities across the nation 
are regularly expressing themselves 
as to causes. A high California penal 
official said recently that “the cause 
of juvenile delinquency is in the 
parent-child relationship.” No doubt 
bad parentage is a major cause of 
delinquency but not always. A letter 
from Judge William B. McKesson, 
Superior Court of Los Angeles Coun- 
ty, and an article in “PAGEANT 
MAGAZINE,” October 1955, titled 
TIME TO PUNISH DELINQUENT 
PARENTS? should be read by all 
ministers. 

The adolescent has his problems; 
he suddenly gets an adult body but 
still keeps a child’s mind. But this 
immature mind becomes assertive, 
independent, and exploratory. He 
needs understanding and careful and 
skillful guidance. He does and should 
have a mind of his own. Parents were 
never more important than now. Two 
boys can be so different as Jesus tells 
us in the Parable. One stays home; 
the other departs. The natures of 
children in the same family can be 
so different. 1 have met many unfor- 
tunate over-protected, dependent, 
“Apron-string” boys too, who simply 
are not adequate to face life. I only 
indicate this problem. Many I have 
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talked to have not been adequate 
husbands and fathers because the y 
were not adequate sons. 


I am sure that when the prodigal 
became an independent spirit, his 
father reasoned with him. He must 
have warned his son against the perils 
and pitfalls of life. He would try, as 
any good modern father would, to 
talk to his boy. Other members of 
the family also helped perhaps. But 
good advice went unheeded. Today 
the military services make a strong 
appeal to our youth — this is part of 
the spirit of the day. Many boys leave 
home for, military service who in 
other days may not have. Parents will 
be responsible to God and sons to 
teach them God’s way of life and 
then commit them to God when they 
leave home and enter an entirely new 
environment. One must understand 
that the youth have real problems 
and have big decisions to make. No 
doubt many are confused. 

In spite of all the father’s reasoning 
the prodigal son went his own way 
into the city, and he soon plunged 
headlong into the life that appealed 
to him. He must go his own way, 
and, he must learn lessons the hard 
way of experience — good lessons 
and bad. The hardearned money of 
his father was soon squandered. An 
inmate told me recently about 
squandering several thousand dollars

that his father had left him and then 
mortgaging his mother’s property and 
furniture for more spending money. 
It was only the firm foresight of his 
brother that saved what was left. 


The prodigal son soon felt the 
pinch of want. The sins of youth 
create many a pinch of want. It is 
tragic to see and hear at firsthand of 
all the wreckage and ruin that follows 
prodigal living. Any prison official 
knows of many who have found the 
bitterness of this way of life. There 
are almost countless tragedies of 
boys from delinquent homes who in 
turn provide the same delinquency 
and broken homes that their parents 
before them had provided. They have 
often said “I came from a_ broken 
home, and I made up my mind that 
my children would not have this kind 
of home.” This process is known as 
the vicious circle. Among prison in- 
mates broken homes are very com- 
mon. Everywhere there is suffering, 
shame, heartache, promiscuity, delin- 
quency, prodigality, irresponsibility 
toward families, desertion, sin, and 
crime upon crime. The Scripture has 
well said “The way of the transgres- 
sor is hard.” 


The prodigal did not surrender 
easily; he would not quickly turn 
from his evil way to God and home. 
When his means were exhausted, he 
went to work to get more, Like the 
gambler who loses and gambles more 
to win back his losses, so, the prod- 
digal tried to make his way. He was 
not yet ripe for picking. Often I have 
talked to the prodigal when he has 
reviewed his life and expressed sur- 
prise at his present state. He has said 
again and again “No one could ever 
make me believe that I would come 
to this.” But he must continue to try; 
there is no surrender yet. 


But even at the job of swineherder 
he could not make a success. He

Says Brother Rowe: “My 
wife and I held our first service in 
June, 1952, at a place called Enchant- 
ed Springs. There were twelve pres- 
ent. From that beginning we have 
progressed steadily so that in Septem- 
ber, 1954, our group was set in order 
as a church by our Presbyter, Brother 
Neal. 

“Our main problem has been to 
secure suitable property. Now the 
Lord has helped us, and we recently 
made a payment on a lot overlooking 
the Trinity River.

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WOMEN’S MISSIONARY COUNCIL 


For teen-age girls it’s 


MISSITIONETTES 


Many in our movement long have felt the need for a teen-age girls’ mis- 
sionary program. At long last, consideration is being made to carry on such 
a program by forming groups under the sponsorship of the WMC. These 
groups will be called MISSIONETTES and will include girls 12 through 17 


years of age. 


MISSIONETTES is an auxiliary group of the WMC and will require 
no new organization. However, it is suggested that an adult sponsor be ap- 
pointed other than the local WMC president as the loca! president is already 


occupied with WMC activities. 


MISSIONETTES’ purpose — the same as WMC's — is “to strengthen 
the missionary cause at home and in other lands.” Other suggestions are to 
interest the teen-age girl in the things of God, to help her acquire a know- 
ladge of missionary endeavor, to help her find a place of service and to de- 
velop Christian character, to provide training and experience that will help 


her become a capable member of 
the WMC. 


MOTTO: “We Care.” 


SLOGAN: “Because we care, we 
serve.” 


VERSE: “Bear ye one another’s 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ.” Galatians 6:2. 

As there is a growing need for the 
Assemblies of God constituency to 
become acquainted with their mis- 
sionaries and mission stations, both 
in foreign and home lands, complete 
biographical material of each of our 
missionaries could be made available, 
written in an interesting manner for 
teen-agers. This would enable each 
Missionette to become personally 
acquainted with many living mission- 
aries, their families, and the coun- 
tries in which they live. The girls 
will be given names of missionary 
teen-agers, with whom they may 
correspond as they are studying that 
particular field. Also, life stories of 
other great missionaries could be 
made available for their gatherings. 
This would make their mission study 
alive and should have a tremendous 
affect on young people and their 
life’s decisions. 

There is an area untouched by 
WMC projects which could become 
the major project of the MISSION- 
ETTES — the making of complete 
layettes and all other needs for the 
missionary baby up to the time he is 
two years old, This would include a 
variety of handwork besides sewing, 
such as: making toys, wooden blocks, 
painted handcrafts of various kinds, 
beads made of thread spools, soft 
cloth animals, picture books (per- 
haps cloth backs with magazine cut- 
out pictures), doll beds (easily made 
of oatmeal boxes), rag dolls, trays 
for baby oils, etc., basket weaving, 
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If you expect to remember 
your missionaries with a

Robert A. Cook, President of Youth 
for Christ International is calling for 
1,000 young ministers who will give 
a year of their lives to foreign evan- 
gelism.

Unhappy Home Life 
Hatches Delinquents: — 

Most teenage hoodlums come from 
the same incubator. The background 
is the same. This incubator is the 
home of a certain type. The mother 
is ineffective, maybe she is ill. May- 
be she is alcoholic. Maybe she has 
to earn the living. Externally she may 
seem like a fine person, but internal- 
ly she’s deficient. She hasn't given 
her children the consistent love, care, 
or attention they need. The father is 
worse than no father at all. He may 
be brutal, egocentric and antagonis- 
tic, or he may be withdrawn, apathe- 
tic and weak. Usually he drinks too 
much, Maybe he earns a poor living. 
Often he is a criminal. Always he 
was too concerned with his own prob- 
lems. He has not given his kids the 
fathering they need. 

Children in these homes are hos- 
tile. Their concepts of right and 
wrong aren't normal. Resentment is 
their keynote. When they reach teen 
years they find each other. They 
form gangs. Their loyalties are weird 
but strong. Some come from rich 
homes, some from poor. It isn’t the 
money that matters. It is emotional 
deprivation, especially in infancy ‘and 
childhood. 
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
